IN POST-RIOT 


DISCIPLINE 


Some B.C. Convicts Back 
at Work—Many Are 
Still Idle 


NEW WESTMINSTER, 
B.C., Sept. 14. — Disciplin- 
ary measures have been 
enforced in the federal pen- 
itentiary here and a “re- 
bellion” of convicts who 
smashed cell furniture and 
fixtures in a demonstration 
Wednesday night has been 
quelled, Col. H. W. Cooper, 
warden, said Thursday. His 
statement was the first 
official indication of the 
trouble to reach the outside. 

About 120 convicts have gone 
on strike since the first of the 
month, refusing to work and de- 
manding wages for their work 
and recognition of a convicts’ 
standing committee. Their de- 
mands were refused and the 
strikers confined to cells. 

Col. Cooper reported Wednesday 
that “some of the striking prisoners 
are being permitted to return to 
work at their own request.”

A case vitally affecting newspap 
ers throughout the Dominion and 
the hard-won principle of the free- 
dom of the press, will come up for 
decision before the first fall sitting 
of the Appellate Division of Al- 
berta, which opens in Edmonton 
court house on Monday next, when 
Charles E. Campbell, proprietor and 
publisher of the Edmonton Bulletin, 
and J. S. Cowper, Edmonton Bulle- 
tin feature writer, launch their ap- 
peal against a fine imposed on them 
on the alleged grounds of contempt 
of court during the hearing of the 
Brownlee seduction case, last June. 
The fines were imposed by Mr. 
Justice Ives. 

Mr. Campbell was fined $300, 
with the option of 10 days in jail, 
for the alleged contempt, while Mr. 
Cowper was fined $100, with the 
option of three days in jail, 


SUMMARY METHOD CHARGED 


Strong objection was taken by H. 
Parlee, K.C., acting for Mr. 
Campbell and Mr. Cowper, at the 
summary method in which the 
charges were disposed of; no spe- 
cific grounds of contempt were 
cited by His Lordship, nor any time 
given for the newspapermen to con- 
fer with counsel to enter a defence, 
it is alleged by the defendants. 

At the same time, His Lordship 
peremptorily barred any Bulletin 
men from the court room until the 
contempt was purged. The fines 
were paid immediately. 

A large number of other appeals 
are down for hearing at this sitting 
of the appellate division.

Jehol City, often called “The Fon 
tainbleau of China,’ was the summer 
residence of the Chinese emperors 
of the Manchu dynasty but the 
various buildings, most of which 
were built by the famous emperor, 
Chien Lung, have been allowed to 
fall into disrepair since the fall of 
the Manchus in 1911 

Since the inclusion of the province 
f Jehol as part of Manchukuo, the 
new government has formulated 
many plans for the building of

Salad of cold cooked asparagus; Pineapple 
sponge. 

WEDNESDAY— Breakfast: Coddled eggs;

Dinner: Tomato jelly served 
in cubes; Baked white fish; Buttered small car- 
rots; Sliced tomatoes on lettuce; No dessert 


THURSDAY — Breakfast: Baked eggs; 
Wholewheat drop biscuits; Stewed raisins. 
Lunch: Lettuce soup; Salad of chopped raw 
cabbage and pineapple. Dinner: Baked ham; 
String beans; Stuffed beet salad; Carrot pud- 
ding. 

FRIDAY—Freakfast: Cottage cheese; Pine- 
apple. Lunch: Rice with peanut butter en cas- 
serole; Shredded lettuce; Ripe olives. Dinner: 
Plain yellow cheese served in slices as the pro- 
tein part of the meal; Spinach; Eggplant; Salad 
of cucumbers wih grated raw carrots; Baked 
apple. 

SATURDAY—Breakfast: Poached egg on 
toasted Shredded Wheat Biscuit; Stewed 
peaches.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Hal asks: “If starch, sugar and 
fat should be restricted, how can one gain 
weight without taking a milk diet? 

ANSWER—The best way to gain weight is 
to get yourself in good health after which your 
weight will gradually adjust itself to the nor- 
mal. I do not approve of any plan of stuffing 
to gain weight, as such diet treatment is often 
not successful. 

QUESTION—Miss Adele writes: “I do not 
see water mentioned in your menus and was 
wondering when one drinks it, with meals or in 
between or if other beverages are permissible.” 

ANSWER—I have written frequently on the 
subject of liquids and always say that the only 
good drink is water. Milk and orange juice 
should be considered as foods and not beverages 
and combined accordingly. Water may be used 
either with meals or in between wherever you 
are thirsty. If you notice that you are very 
thirsty at meal time, it is either because you are 
seasoning your food too highly or because your 
food is too dry 

QUESTION — Mrs. C. Y. K. writes: “My 
daughter is just recovering from Vincent's 
Angina, and I would appreciate some advice on 
this disease.” 

ANSWER—Vincent’s Angina is an infection 
by Vincent's bacillus, which mey affect many 
different parts of the body. Usually in a child 
it affects the throat and mouth. Local treat- 
ments with an antiseptic may be necessary if 
the infection persists, but in your daughter's 
case, since she shows indications of recopering, 
probably no special] treatments will be required 
except to keep her on a well balanced children's 
diet. In some cases the infection spreads into 
the gums around the teeth, and is known as 
trench mouth.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date, in 1882 the great- 
est disaster in the history of 
Canadian lake navigation took 
place in Georgian Bay The 
sieamer Asia was schedulcd to 
leave Collingwood for north 
shore ports. A siiff gale was 
blowing and the sea was running 
high; there were some doubts as 
to whether ‘he ship shou!d be 
allowed to leave; but her captain 
had faith in his ship and his 
word went 

Thre Asia had been built at St 
Catharines of Canadian oak; she 
was 126 feet long, 26 feet beam 
and drew 12 feet of water. Built 
and rigged with one sai! as aux- 
iliary power, she was equipped 
with an expansion engine and a 
wood burning furnace, and was 
driven by a propeller 

The captain had his way. The 
Asia left port with 150 on board, 
passengers and crew. The first 
leg of the voyage to Owen Sound 
proved rough, but there was no 
trouble. At the Sound barrels

and boxes of provisions for 
lumber camps were 
aboard. There was no room 
y decks and the stuff had to 
ashed into position on the 
hurricane deck. 

The Asia held her own during 
the gale that raged all night; but 
at dawn it was seen that the 
position was critical The deck 
cargo was jettisoned; horses and 
cattle were thrown overboard: 
but stil the ship rolled and 
pitched. Captain Savage gave the 
order for the boats to be lowered 
It was too late. Two were 
smashed as they were lowered; a 
new lifeboa. of modern construc- 
tion was tossed by the waves; 
the oars were lost; it capsized: all 
in it were drowned save fliss 
Christina’ Morrison, of Bognor, 
and Duncan Tinkis, a merchant 
of Manitowaning. They alone 
were left to tell the tale 
Among the victims of the dis- 
aster was William Henry, father 
of Hon. George S. Henry and his 
brother, Robert Henry.

RHDUCING THE DEBT 
BURDEN 

Municipal! debt charges of Brit- 
ish Columbia are to be reduced 
with the help and blessing of the 
Pattullo government 

Three municipalities under com- 
missioners, Burnaby, North Van- 
couver City and North Vancouver 
District, are to lead the way 
Their bonds, totalling some 10 
millions, paying between 4 and 5 
per cent, interest, will be refund- 
ed for a new issue to mature in 
25 years. 

The new issue will pay }] per 
cent. for the first three years, 
then a maximum of 4 per cent, 
The sinking fund charges will be 
suspended for six years, 

This is intended to be a pattern 
for other municipal refunding 
The three @bove-named munici- 
palities, ruled by commissioners, 
are under control of the govern- 
ment. Others may act at their 
own discretion, 

It would probably have been 
better to “level off” the program 
more by putting the new issue on 
a 2 per cent. interest basis, to be 
raised to @ maximum of 3 per 


‘cent, with suspension of sinking 


funds as at present, 

The government points out, 
however, that the most rigid 
economy will be needed to allow 
payment of | per cent. for the 
first three years.

If it was sold for 18 cents a gal- 
lon the people would secure five 
cent reduction on each gallon and 
would be a saving of $15,985,552 
and 10 cents a gallon $31,971,104, 
a total saving for the province 
of $46,926,655. Gasoline can be 
produced for less than 18 cents a 
gallon. In the different states it 
has been selling from 12 to 15 
cents a gallon.

The average con- 
sumption per capita is about 60 
gallons. Edmonton has a popula- 
tion of about 80.000, that would 
be 4,800,000 gallons A 10-cent 
tax on a gallon would be $480,000, 
and a 5 cents reduction a gallon 
to the people would be $240,000.

would be a reduction in the sal- 
aries of the heads of the different 
departments, with $3500, the max- 
imum during this depression.

Regulations Announced 
by Game Branch of 
Government 


HUNTSMEN READY 


When the noon whistle 
blows Saturday it will be 
the signal for hundreds 
of hunters in Alberta to 
discard t he _ business 
clothing they are wear- 
ing, don the garb of the 
duck hunter and speed 
toward the stamping 
grounds of ducks, geese 
and Hungarian partridge. 

Although this hour of 
commencement as listed 
on the 1934 shooting 
mentions only ducks, 
Sportsmen are warned 
that it also is applicable 
to Hungarian partridge. 
Many believed that these 
latter could be shot any 
time Saturday after day- 
break. 

Ducks may be brought 
down from September 15 
until November 14, while 
the season for Hungar- 
ian partridge extends an- 


other full month to De- 
cember 15. 
Rain or shine, the ar- 


dent sportsman will not 
be denied on the season 
opening day. Early Sat- 
urday all the necessary 
equipment will be = in 
readiness the open- 
ing shot, which in many 
cases, will be soon after 
that 12 o'clock whistle 
LIST REGULATIONS 
In the government 
pamphlet for 1934 listing 
game regulations for Al- 
berta, it is revealed that 
grouse may not be shot 
until October 1, then only 
for a short season, Blue

Complaints have been 
received in Eastern Can- 
ada that sportsmen have 
violated this regulation 
by approaching ducks in 
motorboats, scaring them 
up with their rapid ap- 
proach and then shooting 
them down in large num- 
bers before the birds 
have a chance. Thus, 
bagging the elusive birds 
from boats of this kind 
has been frowned on by 
the law
